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INTRODUCTORY REMARKS. 



The London toiler, who in summertime delights to spend 
his weekly leisure hours in rural rambles, feels increasingly 
each succeeding year his dependence on railways for the 
enjoyment of this healthful recreation. Time and toil are 
misapplied in walking out of town through miles of bricks 
and mortar ; but cheap and convenient suburban train ser- 
vices have come to the Londoner's relief, and offer easy 
access to rustic scenes. Still, for want of knowing his 
way about when he reaches what he fondly calls " the real 
country," he does not obtain from his rural trips a tithe of 
the benefit they might afford. He generally goes to some 
much-frequented rustic resort, and strolls about for a few 
hours in an aimless, tiring way, until he recognises that it 
is time to return. If he ventures to walk from one railway 
station to another, he often takes the dusty highway as the 
only route to which he can trust himself ; and if he shows 
more enterprise, by starting on a brisk walk from one rail- 
way system to another, he follows all the windmgs of 
devious by-roads, affording only partial glimpses of the 
fields, and often embarrassing by their complexities. Now 
and then he finds by chance a field-path, upon which he 
enters enthusiastically, probably to be led quite astray. 

Of such experiences the writer can speak feelingly, for 
he has often passed through them during his own rather 
frequent wanderings about the rural environs of the great 
Metropolis. Even with a portable Ordnance map in his 
pocket, he found much to discover by local investigation or 
by inquiry from not over-communicative villagers, with 
respect to the really nunlerous field-paths, which provide

both the shortest and the pleasantest cross-country routes. 
What has struck him during repeated journeys upon such 
paths, even of a mile or more in length, has been the soli- 
tude in which he has generally found himself. While on a 
Saturday or Sunday afternoon he would meet pedestrian 
Londoners at every turn on the better-known roads, he had 
only to take some field-path with a not very conspicuous 
entrance to find himself journeying quite alone. Not that 
Londoners avoid the fields, but simply that they do not 
know the ways across them. 

Want of adequate time for personal exploration must, 
indeed, preclude general acquaintance with cross-country 
routes, without printed guidance in a cheap, portable, and 
easily intelligible form. Such guidance the writer sought in 
vain for the direction of his own researches ; and when he 
nevertheless had gradually obtained a considerable amount 
of topographical knowledge, the idea occurred to him that 
it might be well to provide for others what he himself had 
felt to be a desideratum. His first notion was to give a 
casual collection of routes in Middlesex and the intersecting 
portions of Hertfordshire ; but, on the principle that what 
is worth doing at all is worth doing well, he ultimately 
resolved, while enlarging the general scope of his plan, to 
carry it out pretty exhaustively in detail. For the present 
he contents himself with accomplishing one-fourth of his 
projected task, taking for this purpose the district to which 
he has hitherto given most attention, doubtless because of 
its possessing more picturesque scenery and more numerous 
field-paths than are to be found in other quarters. The 
routes here opened out will, at all events, be sufficient to 
occupy the most ardent rural stroller for a season or two \ 
while the labour and expense incurred upon this instalment 
of a novel enterprise are sufficient for a first risk. If the 
sale of the book repays the cost of printing, to say nothing 
of remuneration for research or authorship, its producer 
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INTRODUCTORY REMARKS. 5 

will be encouraged to proceed in what to him is indeed a 
labour of love. 

Experience has taught the writer that the most pleasant 
and profitable way for unencumbered men to take a rural 
outing is to ride out to some country town or village, and 
thence to start across country for some place on a different 
railway system. He has accordingly arranged his walking 
routes in journeys of six to ten niiles, which he himself 
has found it feasible and pleasurable to accomplish without 
undue exertion. Novices in recreative pedestrianism may, 
however, not only begin by exercising themselves upon 
the shorter routes, but may divide some of the longer ones 
into trips of a few miles. Persons, too, who may wish to 
use field-paths for out-and-in rambles in connection with 
any particular town or village, or for round-about investi- 
gating strolls rather than for long cross-country walks, will 
find in this work, with its map, a trustworthy guide. 

It has been intimated that field-paths are numerous in 
the district under consideration ; but their number by no 
means exceeds the requirements of public convenience, for 
in many cases they form the only direct routes between 
neighbouring villages or hamlets. They often save one- 
third, and sometimes one-half, of the distance which would 
have to be traversed in going from point to point by angu- 
lar or tortuous by-roads. For foot-passengers they are as 
legitimately public as the broadest highways, and some of 
them undoubtedly existed before vehicular roads, being 
virtually identical with the ancient forest-tracks used by 
our remote ancestors ; and lands have been reclaimed and 
enclosed subject to previously-existing rights of way. In 
any case, a present landowner who has come into possession 
subject to an established right of way can allege no griev- 
ance : he neither bought nor inherited the ground occupied 
by a public foot-path ; and in attempting to close such a 
thoroughfare,' he simply seeks to appropriate what belongs

to others. All dishonest encroachment of this kind should 
be strenuously resisted ; and the best way of resisting is to 
keep the paths in constant use. 

While the public have an indefeasible right with regard 
to foot-paths, they have also a duty to fulfil — ^namely, to 
respect the rights of private property. It might appear 
superfluous to admonish such 'persons as are likely to buy 
and use this book against wanton trespass or mischief, like 
breaking fences, treading down crops, or worrying animals. 
Still, some Londoners may possibly require to be reminded 
that a field is not converted into a public park because it is 
skirted or traversed by a foot-path. It may be especially 
advisable to hint that growing hay-crops should be just as 
much respected as grain-crops. If farmers find it more 
profitable to grow hay than grain, it is obvious that quite 
as much harm may be done in trampling down the former 
as the latter. To avoid unnecessary injury to crops, the 
writer would counsel parties of ramblers to walk in single 
file on little-used paths, with only one worn track. 

It may, here be stated that valuable information concern- 
ing foot-path rights, as well as protection in the enjoyment 
of them, can be obtained by joining the National Foot-path 
Preservation Society, whose office is at 42 Essex Street, 
Strand (Secretary, Henry Allnutt, Esq.). Every foot-path 
rambler who can afford the minimum subscription of five 
shillings per annum should assist in supporting this society, 
to which his grace the Duke of Westminster considerately 
lends his name as Patron, and the non-political character of 
which is shown by its list of Vice-Presidents contaming 
names like those of Lord Randolph Ohurchill and Samuel 
Morley, Esq. A prospectus of the society may be obtained 
by addressing the Secretary, as above.

LAND-SUBFACE. 

The trad of country traversed by these Walking Routes 
is the west-to-north or north-western quadrant of a circle 
described by a twelve-mile radius from Charing Cross. It 
contains 108 square miles ; but the map, being extended to 
a square containing the quadrant, includes 144 square miles. 
The district lies wholly on the northern side of the Thames 
valley. Therefore, as may be inferred, there is a general 
slope of the land southward to the Thames. But the slope 
is not by any means the regular and gradual one of a flat 
surface. On the other hand, it is that of an irregular series 
of elevations and depressions, or large ridges and furrows. 
The prevailing direction of such ridges and furrows along 
the whole valley -side is longitudinal, or from north to 
south ; and this disposition of the land-surface is manifest 
towards both the eastern and the western side of our dis- 
trict. To some extent, however, throughout the whole of 
it, and more especially in what (to borrow a postal term 
for a new application) may be called its east-central part, 
the course of the longitu(^al ridges and furrows is inter- 
rupted by more considerable transverse elevations, which 
may be approximately characterized as latitudinal, or from 
east to west. 

The first notable transverse ridge to the north of London 
commences at Muswell Hill, just to the west of Homsey, 
and runs, rather in a south-west than in a true west direc- 
tion, through Highgate to Hampstead Heath, from which, 
while dropping considerably towards the Edgware Road, it 
has a two-fold extension — a spur running out westward,

which seems to exhaust itself in a sharp rise at Dollis Hill ; 
and the main ridge continuing its south-west direction, till, 
after becoming much dwarfed for some miles, it ends in a 
sharp rise at Hanger Hill and a drop towards Hanwell. 

About five miles to the north of the ridge just described, 
measuring from Hampstead, there rises a second and more 
strictly latitudinal ridge, somewhat less extensive in length 
than the Hornsey-Hampstead ridge, but of greater as well 
as more uniform elevation. Commencing in the east by a 
sudden rise from Whetstone to Totteridge, this ridge runs 
on to Highwood Hill, and, after a drop beyond this place, 
rises again towards Brockley, whence it extends, to the 
north of Stanmore, till it ends by merging at Bushey Heath 
with a latitudinal ridge yet to be mentioned as rising fur- 
ther north. It should first be stated, however, that from 
the Totteridge-Brockley ridge there runs out southward at 
Highwood Hill a spur, which within a short distance turns 
south-eastward through Mill Hill, and then eastward, end- 
ing off somewhat abruptly towards Frith Manor House, 
to the west of North Finchley. 

At an average distance of about a mile to the north of 
the Totteridge-Brockley ridge there rises a longer and yet 
higher latitudinal ridge, which begins by an ascent from 
New Barnet to High Barnet, and runs through Arkley to 
Elstree, beyond which latter it makes a drop before rising 
to its greatest height at Bushey Heath. There it deflects 
a little to the south, and, after junction with the Totteridge- 
Brockley ridge, runs in a less developed form on to the 
north-west corner of Middlesex, where it makes a final rise 
and fall. This ridge, from a height of 400 feet at High 
Barnet, attains to 463 at Arkley, 478 at ELstree, and 500 
at Bushey Heath ; whereas the greatest elevations of the 
Hornsey-Hampstead ridge are 427 feet at Highgate, and 
438 at Hampstead Heath ; and of the Totteridge-Brockley 
ridge, 410 feet at Totteridge, and 416 at Brockley.

Besides the continuous ridges or hill-ranges described 
above, there are some isolated eminences in our district — 
one of considerable extent, on which the town of Harrow- 
on-the-Hill is built, and which rises at the church to 400 
feet in height ; others of smaller size, as Belmont (300 ft.), 
or Horsenden Hill (278 ft.). 

WATER-SYSTEM. 

The conformation of the land-surface necessarily deter- 
mines the courses of the streams constituted by springs or 
by the surface-drainage. Although we may take it that 
the general aim and certainly the end of all flowing water 
in this district is to get down southward into the Thames, 
yet the streams that rise or accumulate on the slopes of the 
latitudinal ridges must flow first northward or southward 
with the local slope, and then eastward or westward to cir- 
cumvent the extremities of these ridges. And here two 
limitations may be definitely stated — (1) that the Hornsey- 
Hampstead ridge shuts off any direct southward flow of 
water from the land on the north, and (2) that the Barnet- 
Elstree ridge precludes a northward flow from the land on 
the south. It is true that the break occurring in the latter 
ridge just to the west of Elstree allows the drainage from 
a confined area, bounded on the south by the Totteridge- 
Brockley ridge, to flow northward into the Colne. Other- 
wise, the northernmost and the southernmost latitudinal 
ridges of our district are boundaries of a distinct watershed 
subsidiary to the larger one of the Thames. Towards the 
eastern side of our district there is a longitudinal ridge of 
considerable elevation, along which runs the highway from 
nigh Bamet to Ilighgate, and over which water cannot 
flow eastward or westward. Towards the western side of 
the district there is another longitudinal ridge, down which 
runs the road from Bushey Heath through Harrow Weald 
to Harrow^ whence, after an exceptional elevation, it goes

on at a moderate height to Northolt, and gradually subsides 
towards Southall. This ridge bars the eastward or west- 
ward flow of water 

We thus have all the central and far the larger portion 
of our district shut in, north, south, east, and west, with 
regard to the outflow of water, except at the south-west 
corner towards Greenford and Hanwell, where an east-to- 
west runs into a north -to-south depression. Therefore it 
follows that within the limits described we have a distinct 
watershed, subsidiary to the greater one of the Thames — 
namely, the watershed of the Brent. A brief description 
of this minor watershed may interest persons who wish by 
examination of geographical phenomena on a small scale to 
appreciate them on a larger. 

The Brent Watershed, 

DoUis Brook, the main affluent of the River Brent, rises about 
three-quarters of a mile north of Highwood Hill, and a little to the 
west of Arkley Lane. Under this lane the infant stream flows east- 
ward, following the course of the valley between the latitudinal 
elevations of High Bamet and Totteridge (T* other-ridge), and then 
turns south-east to the longitudinal depression between Totteridge 
and Whetstone. In this depression the stream takes its way south- 
ward, receiving from the west a small tributary draining the valley 
between Totteridge and Mill Hill. Soon the brook turns south-west 
on approaching the high land of Finohley, and receives, at Parson's 
Street, above Hendon, another small tributary, which drains the 
southern slope of Mill Hill. Proceeding now on a southern course, 
BoUis Brook makes at Decoy Farm a confluence with Mutton Brook, 
which drains the northern slope of Highgate. Thence the united 
stream flows westward under the more dignified name of the Biver 
Brent, and, after receiving two small tributaries from the northern 
elopes of Hampstead and Child's Hill, falls into Hendqn Beservoir. 

Betuming to the source of BoUis Brook, we shall find that little 
more than half a mile to the west there starts another small stream, 
which, under the name of Dean's Brook, takes the southward course 
provided for it by the break in the Totteridge-Brockley ridge. Be- 
inforced to the east of Edgware by an affluent draining the southern 
slope of Brockley, this brook makes a confluence just to the south- 
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GEOaKAPHICAL DESCRIPTION. 11 

east of Edgware with a stream called Edgware Brook, which has its 
sources upon the southern slopes of Stanmore, and takes partly a 
southern, partly an eastern course, till it passes under the Edgware 
Road to the confluence just mentioned. These combined brooks 
form the Silk Stream, which follows a nearly southward course, till, 
after receiving a tributary that drains the south-western slope of 
Mill Hill, it combines its waters with those of Dollis Brook in the 
broad expanse of Hendon Reservoir. 

Before the construction of this reservoir, these upper waters of 
the Brent constituted from their junction a local river of respectable 
size,^ especially in rainy seasons ; but now the whole of these waters 
are usually retained to replenish the reservoir, from which an arti- 
ficial channel takes a constant supply of water to feed the Regent's 
Canal. Even when heavy floods occasionally cause an overflow of 
the reservoir at the waterfall (well worth seeing and hearing in 
action), the volume of the river is yet diminished by so much water 
as the canal-feeder can carry. This appropriation of the Brent's 
upper waters impoverishes the river in its lower course, especially 
during dry seasons ; but, on the other hand, it prevents destructive 
winter inundations, and provides a fine lake for fishing, boating, or 
skating. Moreover, the oanals fed by such appropriations offer us 
some pleasant water scenery, as well as footways along their banks. 

The lower Brent is now mainly dependent upon the affluents re* 
ceived into its channel below the reservoir. The first important one 
of these is the stream that passes under the road near Forty Farm. 
This is constituted of a brook flowing southward from Preston (there 
called the Brent), and another eastward from Harrow. In its turn, 
the former brook is made np of minor streams draining the southern 
slopes of Harrow Weald and Stanmore, and the western slope of 
Kingsbury ; and the latter of small streams that rise on the eastern 
slope of Harrow. Taking now a more southerly course, the Brent 
receives the combined waters of two brooklets draining the northern 
slopes of Brondesbury and Willesden ; then a tributary draining the 
southern slope of Harrow ; after which the river soon turns west- 
ward, away from the high land towards Hanger Hill, and continues 
in this course to Greenford. There, after receiving a little tributary 
made np of brooklets draining the southern slope of Greenford and 
the eoBtem one of Northolt, the river turns south by a longitudinal 
depression, receives a petty tributary flowing from the eastern slope 
of Southall, and passes on to the Thames at Brentford by a channel 
in great part identical with that of the canal.

Adjacent Watersheds. 

On the eastern side of our distriot, beyond the bonndary of the 
Brent watershed, there rises a little to the north of Hadley Wood a 
small stream, which, following a longitudinal depression southward, 
flows through East Bamet under the name of Pymme's Brook. To 
the east of New Southgate this brook effects a confluence with one 
flowing eastward, which is made up of small streams draining the 
eastern slope of Finchley and the northern one of Muswell Hill. 
The combined stream then flows on eastward, until, a little before 
reaching Edmonton, it receiyes a considerable affluent in Enfield 
Brook ; when, as quite a miniature river, it continues its eastward 
course to the Lea. 

On the western side of our district, beyond the limits of the Brent 
watershed, some small streams rise on the western slope of Harrow 
Weald and the southern slope towards Pinner, and just aboye the 
latter place combine into a brook. After flowing southward through 
that village, the brook turns westward to Eastcot, and then goes on 
south-westward, gathering small affluents on its way, till it falls at 
length into the Colne just above West Drayton. But between the 
course of this brook and the western side of the Brent watershed 
several small streams drain the southern slope below Pinner and 
the western slopes of Harrow and Northolt. By a junction of these 
in a longitudinal depression a stream is constituted that flows south- 
ward past Yedding as Tedding Brook, and then through Cranford 
as the River Gran, till at Hounslow Powder-mills it makes a junction 
with an eastern offshoot of the Colne. Thence the combined stream 
flows on south-east, east, north-east, and north, running in its latter 
course parallel to the Thames, until at Isleworth it turns eastward 
into that river. 

CULTIVATION. 

The soil throughout most parts of our district consists of 
a heavy clay, unsuitable for such market-gardening as is 
largely carried on in the rich black mould of South- West 
Middlesex. Nor was this clayey soil, even under the most 
favourable economic conditions, well adapted for cultivation 
by the plough. At all events, under the stress of foreign 
competition in our grain-markets, the local farmers have 
almost entirely abandoned the growing of cereals ; while

they cultivate but very sparingly the root-crops which are 
grown as supplementary food for cattle even in most graz- 
ing districts. The fact is, that although the great bulk of 
the land is under grass, this district is not primarily and 
especially a grazing country. The hay-crop is rather the 
chief staple of the farmers, who find an ample and conve- 
nient market for their produce in London, with its many 
thousands of horses. Some of the meadows are kept in 
pasture throughout the year for horses, cows, or growing 
stock ; but far less attention is given to dairy-farming or 
stock-raising than to hay-growing, since the local farmers 
have an advantage in producing close to a market a bulky 
article like hay, which advantage they do not possess to 
the same degree in regard to butter, milk, or even meat. 
The hay-meadows are in autumn and winter utilized in 
feeding cattle and sheep for the London market ; and some 
pasture is used for cow-keeping all the year, but rather for 
supplying milk to adjacent suburbs than to central London. 
Though market-gardening is carried on to only a small 
extent in this district, yet there, are a good many nursery- 
grounds. Fruit-orchards are not numerous, nor are those 
which exist of great extent. Out of the many woods that 
formerly existed (as witness local names like Cricklewood, 
St. John's Wood, Tottenham Wood with its Woodgreen, 
the Wood End of Northolt, or the Woodside of Finchley), 
but few remain, among which may be mentioned Hadley 
Wood, Highgate Wood ; Caen or Ken Wood and Bishop's 
Wood, to the east of Hampstead ; and Scratch Wood, to 
the east of Elstree. Of these, Hadley Wood is entirely 
open to the public, and provides a picturesque resort for 
holiday-makers ; while Highgate Wood is traversed by a 
public foot-path. But if large woods are scarce, there are 
many groves attached to mansions, as well as spinneys or 
belts of wood interspersed among the fields. Moreover^ 
it may probably be said that there is no district of similar 
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size throughout the United Kingdom that is more abun- 
dantly and ornamentally timbered over its whole extent. 
From almost any point of view, scores or even hundreds 
of trees are visible. They skirt the by-roads in all direc- 
tions, rise amid the old-fashioned hedge-rows, or stand in 
groups at the lield-corners. The profusion of ornamental 
timber in this district is accounted for only by the fact that 
the numerous small estates were formerly owned by the 
nobility and gentry as rural retreats easily accessible from 
London, and have now largely fallen into the hands of 
mercantile magnates equally solicitous for the beauty of 
their residential surroundings. 

Of commons on a considerable scale there are not many 
left ; but, besides Hampstead Heath, there remain Hadley 
Common, Harrow Weald Common, and Stanmore Common 
(the two last not far apart), which all provide picturesque 
strolling-grounds for holiday-makers. Ealing Common has 
been tamed down ; of Finchley Common merely a shabby 
remnant is left ; and of Barnet Common only the name sur* 
vives. Even the village greens have largely disappeared, 
leaving little but their names, as Kensal Green, Willesden 
Green, or Roe Green. But, with the picturesque by-roads, 
the romantic old green lanes, and the numerous field-paths 
open to him, in a country that has relapsed into the beauty 
without the inconvenience of a wild prairie condition, the 
rambler will hardly find much reason to complain of exces- 
sive enclosure and cultivation in our district. As for mines 
or manufactories to mar the prospect, he will find none of 
the former, the nearest approach even to a stone-quarry 
being an occasional gravel-pit or clay -pit; and the principal 
manufactories he will encounter beyond Metropolitan limits 
are the brick-works from which the material is drawn for 
the continuous enlargement of London. On the whole, but 
few cultivated districts could be found more rural and pic- 
turesque than that under consideration. 
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INHABITATION. 

It appears to be rather generally assumed that all North 
Middlesex and the intersecting portions of Hertfordshire 
are being rapidly invaded by the "speculative builder," and 
that everywhere the number of houses and people is on the 
increase. Indeed, this impression might very naturally be 
made upon any person only accustomed to ride out from 
London by the great railways, or to drive by the highways. 
The Uxbridge Road, the Harrow Road, the Edgware Road, 
and the High Barnet Road, each with a railway running 
nearly alongside, are really becoming mere prolongations 
of London streets, and exhibit every appearance of growing 
populousness. But in between the trunk highways and 
railways there are still left many square miles of temtory 
now nearly as rural as it was centuries ago. Between the 
Uxbridge Road and the Harrow Road, out Greenford and 
Northolt way, and right on to Pinner, dwellings and people 
are sparse and rustic, and quite in keeping with the rural 
scenery around them ; between the Harrow Road and the 
Edgware Road, up through Kingsbury or through Preston 
and Kenton to Stanmore, the same conditions prevail ; and 
so between the Edgware Road and the High Barnet Road, 
especially to the north of Ilendon and the north-west of 
Finchley, as the explorer approaches the hills and dales of 
Mill Hill and Totteridge. 

As a matter of fact, while new populations have been 
extensively established along the railway lines, and field 
after field has been appropriated for residential suburbs, the 
people and the houses have numerically decreased in the 
wide intervening expanses of rural territory. This effect 
has naturally l)een produced by restricting the cultivation 
almost exclusively to grass-crops ; for it may be taken as a 
general rule, that where six men would be employed on a 
farm with a fair proportion of arable land, only two anr 
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required on a grass-farm. The writer has been told of a 
large Middlesex farm which formerly provided work for 
fully a dozen labourers, but on which only three and a boy 
are now kept ; has had barns pointed out to him in which 
a couple of men used to be thrashing all through winter, 
but in which there is now no corn to store or thrash ; and 
has met persons who remembered hamlets like Preston 
with more than twice the number of houses they have now. 
Hence the really rural parts of our district are at this time 
more solitary and secluded than they were generations ago. 
There are by-ways and foot-paths, once in pretty frequent 
use, where a stranger might stand for hours waiting for a 
local passer-by to direct him on his way. 

Sad as this depopulation may seem in regard to decaying 
villages and hamlets, it has its favourable aspect to persons 
who seek relief from London noise and bustle in rural quiet 
and seclusion. For the enjoyment of this contrast, many 
parts of our district are as suitable as rustic tracts at a far 
greater distance ; nor is there much fear of their seclusion 
being materially affected if a few hundred ramblers should 
be scattered on our thirty-two routes every half-holiday 
during summer. In any case, the earnest seeker after soli- 
tude will only have to avoid holidays to find an ample field 
for the indulgence of his taste.

Turn up this to its outlet (a 
little beyond the school-house) into a lane. There 
bear to the left, and a quarter of a mile further 
on again to the left, until, just beyond the right- 
hand turning, and where your lane bends sharply 
to the left, you find before you the stile of a field- 
path.

Route. — In leaving the station at East End, Finchley, 
pass through the subway to the up side, and out iuto the 
open space between the front of the station and the high- 
road. To the left, between the railway and the road, you 
will observe two foot-paths — one of them running nearly 
alongside the railway, and the other between two hedges 
as a rustic alley. Take the latter for nearly a quarter of 
a mile, until it emerges on a transverse road. Cross over 
to a road in line with the alley-path, and follow this for a 
quarter of a mile to its end, where, avoiding a path lead- 
ing off decidedly to the left, take one straight in front of 
you, and follow it until you come out upon a road.

Passing the new church upon 
the right, take Castle Hill Road about three-quarters of a 
mile, bearing to the right till you come to where the road 
branches into four. There take the road to the extreme 
left, but afterwards bear rightward till your road ends at 
a transverse one.
